Whea the Zulu lover has paid th« 
greater part of his debt he is allowec 
to visit his dark beawty. I can not as- 
sert that in his gallantry he turns over 
the leaves of her music of the latest 
Kaffir song, nor do I believe that the 
"old man" comes across the court- 
yard to turn off the gas, but it is the 
same old story any way. After whis- 
pering in her ear the tales of love 
which the Zulu traditions teaches, he 
picks up his assegai and sentimentally 
wends his way home by moonlight, no 
doubt cudgeling his brain as to how he is 
going to pay the next assessment on 
his matrimonial stock. 


If a girl be good looking—and some 


of them really are—she in the victim o. 
rivalry. Not being a factor in the pa 
rental authority, she is accustomed to 
bear that there is a better offer for her 
than the one her father first accepted 
"Antelope Jim" has offered four more 
cows than "Half-a-Crown John." But 
as a general thing the old man keeps 
his word, and tue original price i 
strictly adhered to.

cow is paid up, the contract ia ready to 
be fulfilled. You couldn't get any one in 
'Frisco to buy a piano or tewing ma- 
chine on such an "installment plan.' 
But the Zulu arrangement may be an 
improvement I knew a man in Peta 
luma some years ago who bought a 
horse for which he was to pay m six 
equal payments and one year's time 
In six months the animal got blind o 
one eye, his hoofs cracked, th« botta 
paid a friendly visit and" "came t< 
stay." Before nine months had passe( 
the horse was turned out to die, am 
my friend Brown'paid his laat install 
menta on a "dead horse." I though 
of Brown's purchase,but he had the ben 
efltof possession, while the Kaffir mus 
pay up all arrearages before he can 
claim his property. 


When the last cow is paid up a gran< 


pow-wow is in order. One of the ani 
mala is killed, or an equivalent numbe 
of goats. The girls are all engaged in 
making Kaffir beer or stringing up new 
beads, and polishing up their brass 
wire jewelry. The bnde, with her 
father, meets the groom and hia friendi 
at the entrance to the kraal, where al 
shake hands, and every thing goes on 
aa "merry as a marriage bell." 


Some of your lady readers may wish 


to know how the bride is dressed 
Well, to commence with, her hair 
rather wool, is done up in little ridges 
running from one ear to the other 
across the head until it reaches tbe to] 
of the skull, then it changes its course 
and goes up and down to the neck be 
hind the cars. The hair is stiffenei 
with red clay, mixed with palm oil o 
grease, which has a curious appearance 
being blood-red. For a bridal robe the 
lady nas a coat of oil or grease rubbe< 
all over her body, which'makes it shine 
like a piece of polished marble. He 
fingers are adorned with brass-wiri 
rings, on her waist several rows o 
brass bangles, on her ankles iron rings 
and she wears a nice little apron made 
of colored beads, about six inches 
square, fastened by a few strings o 
large green or yellow beads. 


The bridegroom is dressed, or rather 


stripped, in the usual way. Sometimes 
a blanket or tiger's skin is thrown over 
his right shoulder, and this complete; 
his wedding costume. After a bis 
dinner of roast meat, corn-meal, musl 
and milk and Kaffir beer, the night i: 
spent in 'dancing, and the young 
couple take their departure at sunris< 
next morning to the sound of KalC 
drum and the Wowing of horns. Thi

About B month ago a rather attractive

tinrostrained luxury has always had a 
large share in the moral ruin of com- 
munities, and contributed more than 
any thing else to the downfall of great 
nations 
The render of history will re- 


call to mind the luxurious prodigality 
which hastened the disastrous decline 
and fall of tho grunt empires of Home 
and Persia 
He if ill think of that 


Kybante self-indulgence which is a bye- 
word among us to this day, and of its 
issue in helplessness and ruin; nor are 
illustrations wanting in modern times 
whure luxury and extravagance carried 
to Immoderate extent have been the 
heralds of national decay. 
"Ill fares tho land, to ha«f nlng Ills a pr»y, ^ 
Where wealth accumulates, and men decay," 


It is not surprising, therefore, that 


wise statesmen and rulers, warned by 
the, page of history, have, from time to 
time, attempted to regulate private ex- 
penditure by laws, called Sumptuary 
Laws, from the Latin sumptus, ex- 
peilse. The first of these was issued in 
Rome so early as B. C. 215, and fol- 
lowed by many others of a similar 
kind. In the reign of Tiberius, tbe 
Senate passed a law prohibiting the 
use of plate of "massy gold." This 
powerful body at the same time exer- 
cised ita jurisdiction over wearing ap- 
parel, which was not thought beneath 
the consideration of so august an 
assembly. Men were forbidden to de- 
baso themselves with garments of silk, 


fit only for women, 
and it was left 


for! tho effeminate Hehogabalus, two 
hundred years after, to initiate its use 
among luxurious Romans. For in the 
eaWy day* ol the Empire, silk was a 
rare novelty, and considered equal in 
value to gold, weight for woiglit. The 
Rome Which those sumptuary laws en- 
deavored to reform was the Home 
•iv-here, a few years before, Lncullus 
had revelled, and caused that famous 
feast to be spread at a word in'his Hall 
of Apollo, which, for its sumptuous 
profusion, is a wonder to this day. 
It 


was the Rome of a vicious luxury, re- 
voalod to us with life-like reality m the 
disentombed ruins of its sister city ol 
Vorapen, where the eating and drink- 
ing the feasting and the revelry were 
stopped in mid-career by Vesuvius' 
irioltcn breath, Years went on, and in 
unite of the Senate, Oriental luxury 
little by little worked its insidious way 
through tho links into the very heart of 
tho Roman Empire, until the manhood 
of its citizens became paralyzed, and 
the Mistress of the World fell an easy 
prey to her barbarian foes.

elide over the waters 
Canal bear witness to the strictness of 
tlie sumptuary laws which once gov- 
'•rned the Republic of Venice 
And 


other European States of modern times 
afford similar instances of less success- 
ful endeavors to suppress personal ex- 
travagance by law. 


Some of the French Sovereigns did' 


their utmost to combat tlie natural ten- 
dency of their subjects to vanity and 
display, whether on the table or the 
person. Charles VI., a Piince of the 
house of Valois, issued a peremptory 
edict1 "Lot no man presume to treat 
with more than aaoupandtwodishes!" 
Earlier still, in the beginning of the 
Fourteenth century, Philip the Fair 
(notorious as the persecutor of the 
Knights Templuts) also attempted to 
regulate his subjects' expenses even to 
the minutest detail. Not only was the 
number of dishes restricted, both at 
fasts and feasts, but iest the law should 
b« in any way evaded, each dish wan 
limited to one kind of meat only 
Tha 


King's supervision also extended to the 
wardrobes of his subjects. No Duke, 
Count or Baron was to have more than 
four robes a year, the same number, 
being permitted to their wives Pre- 
lates, and Knights for the most part, 
were limited to two, while every 
woman, whether single or married, 
Whose annual income did not amount 
to the sum of two thousand livres was 
ikUowed but one! Imagine her Grace 
tho Duchess or my Lady Countess OH 
/our own day submitting to have the 
number of her dresses limited by law! 


But not only the number, even the 


very cut, color, trimming and price ot 
these garments 
were arranged by 


royal decree. Only persons of certain 
rank were entitled to wear cloaks 
trimmed with fur, and the breadth of 
these borders, together with the quality 
of the fur or ermine, was to vary ac- 
cording to the different classes of no- 
bility. The use of fur has indeed only 
became general within the last few 
centuries. It was not worn by the re- 
refined nations of antiquity, but as 
luxury gained ground in mow modern 
times, Princes began to make use of it 
for lining their tents. In the days ol 
Philip the Tata, the siae of a cape, the 
length ot a lady's tram was also deter- 
mined by the rank of the wearer, 
Lined velvet caps were permitted only 
to Kings, Princes and Knights. Their 


rio»faw«o ol scarlet or, violet oioth. 
whil« *ho*> al meaner rank went dad 
to gsnnaota of more somber hue. At 
fanes the sumptury laws were very 
Btricfly enforced, and we hear of occa- 
sional instances in which overdressed 
ladies and gentlemen.were seized at a 
ball and-carried off to prison for setting 
the royal commands at defiance. 


Bdt of all classes of society the citi- 


zens suffered most from the harassing, 
if necessary, restrictions. Their com- 
forts, as well as their superfluities, 
were suppressed by the jealous vigi- 
lance of the law. Not only were they 
and ' their households forbidden the 
privilege of wearing furs, jewelry or 
"crowns 
of 
gold 
and 
silver, 


but < no 
«itizen's 
wife 
was 
al- 


lowed to use the 
primitive two- 


wheeled vehicle which later developed 
into the more comfortable coach, or 
carriage. She must ride behind her 
husband on the same horse when she 
did not go afoot; nor might she be 
lighted borne through the streets at 
night with waxen torches in emulation 
of her betters. Doubtless in the reign 
of Philip the Fair, the different classes 
of society strove to tread upon each 
other's heels, much as they do now, 
and these apparently petty restrictions 
were devised to meet the occasion. It 
is fair to say, however, that the King 
himself set an example of moderation 
and frugality. 
In these days the royal 


family wore gold and jewels but spar- 
ino-ly, and showed a praiseworthy sim- 
plfcfty in the furnishing and decoration 
of the royal table. 


But neither example nor precept 


served to check the extia\agance of 
ourmeighbors over the water 
Luxury 


increased among them, and in the time 
of Henry IV —the onr>e simple, hardy 
King of Navarie—the taste lor thess 
hadi reached an absurd height. The 
wearing appaiel ot Una period w as pro- 
fusely decorated with gold, silver and 
jewels; and it is refolded of the King's 
favorite, Gabrielle d'Kslrees, that when 
fully dressed she was so encumbeu-d 
with finery that she could neither move 
nor stand! 
One is reminded of a 


French Court of later date, and of the 
new made Empress Josephine stagger- 
ing! under the magnificence of the 
splendid train which her unwillinff 
sisters-in-law so negligently supported. 


'Uhe love of display and senseless 


profusion 
which 
characterized 
the 


France of the Bourbons reappeared 
after a brief hiatus under the first Em- 
,pirB, being fostered by the lavish ex- 
penditure of the court, and once more 
in jthe palmy days of the Empress 
Eugenie. 
Many husbands and fathers 


of bur own times have had reason to 
deplore that the extravagance and ex- 
cessive variety of costumes which she 
encouraged among her subjects should 
of late years have been wafted across 
tho channel to our more sober island. 


Yet the English of olden time were 


not altogether guiltless of extravagance 
in 'the matter of food and apparel, as 
the sumptuarv laws of onr own sover- 
eigns Edward" III , Edward IV., Henry 
VHL, and Elizabeth can bear witness. 
Possibly the first of these Princes may 
have taken a hint in law-making from 
his maternal grandfather, the self-same 
'French King, Philip, who gave those 
small details so much of bis attention. 
Aii for our maiden Queen, she had her- 
self the true feminine love for a large 
and varied wardrobe, but she did not 
.countenance a like extravigance in her 
subjects 
Even the dimensions of their 


rxiffa were circumscribed by law, as 
the length of their shoes had been in 
previous reigns. 
The days are gone by for interference

subject. No arbitrary distinction of
